Secretary of the Interior and 
Federal Trade Commission 
to ‘Join’ in Control. 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—A proposal 
that coal prices during the war be fixed 
by a joint governmental commission, 
compose .of, thé Secretary. of :the.

TILSON DESCRIBES 
GAS WARFARE TO HOUSE 


Demonstrates Use of Gas Masks 
and Urges Large Grant -

“WASHINGTON, June 27.—Expressing 
the bélief that “our road to victory is 
through the air’’ Representative John 
Q.. Tiison of Contiecticut, a member of 
the Military Affaifts Committee, spoke 
for an hour in‘ the House today on avia- 
tion and the use of gas in the European 
war. Mr. Tilson brought into the cham- 
ber three gas masks, such as are now 
being used by the Allies, and demon- 
strated their use. 

The spending of a billion ddllars or 
more, if necessary, for aviation was 
urged by Mr. Tilson, who said that the 
most vigorous sort of aerial warfare 
should be conducted against. the Ger- 
mans.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—After tight- 
éning the liquor restriction so that wine 
Jalone might be manufactured in war 
time, the Senate Committee on. Agri- 
culture today reported the much-revised 
Food Administration bill to the Senate. 
Owing to prolonged consideration in 
committee, the bill was not ready until 
nearly 5 o'clock, and the-Senate after 
receiving it adjourned until tomorrow 
noon, when debate on the measure will 
be begun. ‘ 

The Committee on Agriculture reject- 
ed -the. compromise liquor amendment 
agreed upon by the sub-committee $es- 
terday, which prohibited the manu- 
facture of beer and wine, ‘put apthor- 


Azed the President to} permit! thelr fhek- 
ing and use if deemed an the. public’ in- 
terest. Instead ‘of siviig: Giscretionary 
power as to beer; the committee: elimi- 
nated allusion’ to beer entirety; leaving 
wine as the Only intoxicating drink that 
may be made for the remainder of the 
war. 


New Prohibition Amendment.

Section 12, That from and after thirty

the President is authorizéd to determine 
that question, and his determination shall 
be conclusive ‘for the purposes of this act. 

Provided, further; That the Commis- 
sioher of internal Revenue shall be charged 
with the administration of this. section, 
and he is authorized, with the approval of 
the President, to require the taking out of 
such: permits, the keeping of such records, 
the execution of such bonds, and the 
observance of such rules and régulations 
as‘ may be necessary and proper for the 
execution of the same. 

Section 13. That the President is au- 
thorized and directed to commandeer any 
or all distilled spirits in bond at the date 
of the approval of this act, for redis- 
tiation, in so far as sucn redistillation 
may be necessary to meet the require- 
ments ef the Government in the manu- 
facture of munitions and other. military 
and hospital supplies, or in.so far as such 
redistillation would dispense with the 
necessity of utilizing products and ma- 
terials suitable for foods and feeds in the 
future manufacture of distilled spirits for 
the . purposes herein enumerated. .

\ Wine as Nation's War Tipple. 


If the Agricultural Committee’ amend- 
ment is enacted into law wine will be 
the nation’s war drink, unless the Pres- 
ident exercises thé discretion given to 
him .to prohibit that, too. The use of 
whisky in bond is not legislated 
against, but rower is given to the Pres- 
ident to commandeer all stocks of dis- 
tilled spirits, and it is believed that if 
the Senate passes the drastic amendment 
against beer the President will take over 
the whisky. The argument has been 
advanced in the Senate lobby that to_ 

permit whisky to be sold and to prohibit 
beer would defeat. the essential idea of 
prohibition.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—The first 
formal recommendation in regard to the 
control of exports, on which it is ex- 
pected that President Wilson will base 
a proclamation, was signed today by 
the members of the new Exports Coun- 
cil and placed in the hands of the Presi- 
dent. The President’s sanction is ex- 
pected quickly, as he called upon Secre- 
tary Redfield at. the Department of 
Commerce soon afterward and discussed 
the operation of the-control machinery.

NEW YORK AGAIN LEADS 


Furnishes 245 Recruits of Total 


Obtained Tuesday—Governor 
Urges State to Co-operate. 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—With re- 
cruiting week half gone, War Depart- 
ment officials estimated today that the 
regular. army still is more than 50,000 
men short of war strength, the goal it 
had been hoped to attain by Friday 
night. On the face of the returns so 
far, it is apparent that there has heen 
no general response to President Wil- 
gon’s call for 70,000 volunteers during 
the week. : 

Undoubtedly the remaining days of 
the week will seo greater activity, and 
officials still hope: great gains in re- 
cruiting totals will result. They believe 
many hundreds of -men of the class 
called vpon by the President are. only 
beginning now to realize the urgency of 
the ‘call and will not allow recruiting 
week to go by without offering them- 
selves for their country’s service.

The reason is that it is the 
most necessitous and the richest of all 
buyers. It has no contracts to protect 
it. It demands instant deliveries, and 
is under no restraint of profit or loss. 
On the other. hand, it deals with those 
who are economically conditioned 
by considerations from which Govern- 
ment is exempt. Mr. BarkucnH has al- 
ee stated the principle which ought 

ontrol Government purchases. The 
price ought to be such within reason 
as will produce the goods without ex- 
citing contention. Nothing. counts in 
comparison with winning the war, and 
the war is difficult to win in the face 
of internal economic dissensions. A 
steady course along present paths, and 
support, of those who are doing so 
well, is what the case calls for. 








THE RED CROSS TRIUMPH. 

The second “ drive” ended like the 
first. ‘The Red Cross. War Council, 
under the skillful management of 
HENRY P. Davison, set out to raise 
$100,000,000 in seven days. The seven 
days are up, and it has raised $114,- 
000,000. The first drive was for the 
Liberty Loan. The third is to raise 
70,000 volunteers for the regular 
army. The success of the first two is 
a good omen for the third. 

There are still-those who say that 
America is apathetic, uninterested in 
the war. The tfith is that America, 
in all her-history, never entered any 
war in which such ‘things as these 
either could be. or would be done at 
the outset. _No European country in 
‘the present war had such a success 
with its first loan as we have had 
with ours., That fact could not be 
denied, so it was met with the remark 
that the Liberty Loan was an invest- 
ment. The war loans of the United 
States in the past, the European war 
loans today, were investments, but 
they were never so successful as this. 
But the Red>Cross subscription is no 
‘nvestment, and it, too, ts» oversub- 
scribed, great as the amiount demanded 
for it was, short as. the time was. 

Again we nfust repeat that the fact 
that the United States is not yelling 
and waving its arms about this war is 
no indication that it is not whole- 
heartedly in it, and that people who 
continue to nurse delusions about it 
will continue hunting for explanations 
as they get one shock after another.

THE TORPEDOPLANE. 

Zeebrugge, Guxhaven, Wilhelms- 
haven, and Kiel are the only points 
of the .German offensive on sea .or 
land*not now under cHeck and control 
by the Allies. Kiel, near the Baltic 
terminus of the Kaiser Wilhelm Canal, 
and “Wilhelmshaven are great naval 
stations where the German Navy has 
taken refuge almost continuously from 
the beginning of the war. The Ger- 
man sea power, with the highly im- 
portant exception of the submarines, 
may be said.to be under control of 
the Allies, but from Cuxhaven at the 
mouth of the BHlbe and from Zee- 
brugge in Belgium, German = sub- 
marines issue forth for their forays 
against the commerce of Great a 
ain and France. 

There is a growing belief that the 
torpedoplane is the only weapon of 
which the Allies can make. effective 
use against these German naval 
bases, or any one of them. ‘An at- 
tack By ships of-war upon Kiel, Wil- 
helmshaven, or Cuxhaven is impos- 
jsible because of powerful land de- 
fenses and the seas of mines, the safe 
es through which are known only 
the Germans. Zeebrugge can be 


attacked only from the air because of j 


the shallow water which extends sev- 
eral miles from the coast. That the 
torpedoplane, invented by Rear Ad- 
miral BRADLEY A. Fiskr and patented 
> | by him in a can be successfully 
used in naval warfare has been dem- 
onstrated om two octasions. Four 
Turkish ships were sunk in the Sea 
of Marmora by British torpedoplanes 
in August, 1915, and a German 
torpedoplane destroyed the British 
steamer Gena near the English coast 
cn May 1 of the present year. The 
Germans and the English have been 
quick .to avail’ themselves of this 
American invention; we have repeat- 
ed a. frequent experience in seeing

Mr. Park BENJAMIN, who is a very 
good authority in naval matters, is 
confident that the torpedoplane is 
“the: only ising means at the 
|present moment” which the Allies 
can employ to, destroy the’ nests from 
which the sea vermin emerge and to 
attack the places of refuge of the 
German high seas fleet. Shortly after 
the destruction of the British steamer 
Gena, Mr. BENJAMIN said: 

The German fleet is reported to be 
in the, Kiel Canal and in Wilhelms- 
haven. It is apparently practicable to 
drop the mobile torpedoes into the 
canal. No aiming is necessary. Even 
if after immersion they run into the 
banks and explode, they will tear 
_therefrom great masses of earth and 
masonry revetment, thus choking the 
passageway, as the Culebra slides 
choked the Panama Canal. This would 
cut in two a fleet therein and prevent 
junction of the divisions, enabling each 
to be dealt with separately. Such tor- 
pedoes * * * will destroy every- 
thing afloat they may happen to en- 
counter. To drop them into Wilhelms- 
haven is to blow up any vessels within 
their range, and the closer together 
the ships are moored; the more of them 
wil] be destroyed. bo 

In an article in The Independent of 
June 30, Mr. BENJAMIN repeats his 
argument for the spbcay building of 
torpedoplanes, and Admiral FIskKE in 
his letter to the Aero Club of America 
makes a terse and convincing pres- 
entation of the case for this new 
weapon. This is the first ‘ three- 
dimensional war, dnd it is perfectly 
evident that the German bases cannot 
be successfully .attacked by instru- 
ments of destruction that move only 
on the horizontal plane: Airplanes 
using only bombs have not sufficient 
power and are too easily driven off by 
guns trained against them. A ‘sea- 
plane launching a 200-pound torpedo 
against any emy warship or in a 
harbor where .jenemy warships have 
taken shelter is a vastly ‘more 
formidable weapon. / 

Admiral Fiske points out, too, that 
there is great probability that thé 
Germans even now are preparing to 
inake use of this weapon against the 
British high seas fleet. It is hardly 
necessary | to say that the Power 
which first makes use of the torpedo 
launching craft will have gained a 
notable advantage over the foe, We 
can build. them quickly, and we have 
an abundance of torpedoes. A dozen 
torpedoplanes can -be built for the 
cost of one submarine. If England 
had two or three hundred torpedo- 
planes at this moment, theré is a 
very great probability that the pub- 
lished .lists showing the destructive 
work of the submarines would in the 
next few weeks record an: important 
falling off, even if the sinking of mer- 
chant ships by U-boats did not cease 


altogether. 
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THE FOOD BILL DELAY. 

“Whatever may have ‘been the mo- 
tives of the members of the House of 
Representatives in voting for the pro- 
hibition amendment to the Food Ad- 
ministration bill, the effect of their 
action has been to retard the passage 
of the. most vital legislative measure 
now. before Congress® Important 
measures have been held up or defeat- 
ed in Congress before this by the mis- 
taken zeal, to use no stronger term, of 
the radical prohibitionists, but never 
so important a measure as this, the 
quick adoption of which is essential to 
our. national safety in a great crisis. 
Probably a very large number of the 
865 Representatives who voted for the 
bill as it was sent to the Senate were 
moved to do so by a laudable desire to 
get the bill through the House within 
the specified time, trusting to the good 
sense of the Senate to make the neces- 
sary modifications. But there were in 
the number prohibitionists who never 
miss an opportunity to force their 
hobby upon the House, and there were 
others, undoubtedly, who cast their 
votes with a full realization that the 
bill thus incumbered, with an unrea- 
sonable rider would be delayed, if not 
defeated. 

Nd@body. has. denied the possibility 
Anat Wit. may be necessary to conserve 
the food supplies by r cting the 
employment of ‘grains in the manu- 
facture of liquors. That situation has 
not. yet. developed. ‘There is no real 
evidence to support the assertion that 
the suppression of ‘all distilleries. is 
essential to the proper conservation of 
food supplies.

TERRORIZING NORWAY. 

The German outrages upon Norway, 
which have been marked by a diabol- 
ical ingenuity lacking in the German 
outrages on.most other countries, 
seem to have culminated in the dis- 
covery of infernal machines in the 
baggage .of the German ‘diplomatic 
courier, Baron VoN RAUTENFELS. These 
were addressed to the German Em- 
bassy at Christiania, and were intended 
to be placed upon Norwegian ships 
for the purpose of blowing them up 
when they got to sea. How many 
Norwegian ships had already disap- 
peared in that way and been laid to 
the account, of the convenient subma- 
rine may never be. known. This fol- 
lows hard upon the discovery that 
‘Germany was hiring depraved Nor- 
wegian sea Captains to keep the sub- 
marine commanders informed of the 
sailings of ships from Norwegian 
ports. Germany has been making war 
upon Norway so openly and so de- 
structively as to-raise the ‘question 
whether it is not a case, apart from 
her general. warfare upon the world, 
where the destruction of Norway's 
carrying trade is not one of the objects 
of the war. 

Norway, if she had stood alone, 
would doubtless have ended this intol- 
erable situation by an official recog- 
nition of the state of war that exists. 
In the beginning of the war, however, 
such an attion might have laid her 
open to anpattack by Sweden, and 
even. now her position is dangerous, 
though less so than that of the other 
European neutrals. The trouble is 
that Norway is only one memberof 
the Scandinavian alliance, dominated 
by Sweden, which agreed at the be- 
ginning of the war to act as a unit. 
Denmark, ‘which lies open to German 
conquest, cannot fight, and Sweden, 
which is dominated in its turn by a 
pro-German court and King, will not. 

The three countries all suffer heavy 
privations, but Norway is in the worst 
position. She is chiefly dependent 
upon her shipping industry, as they 
are not upon theirs. Her sentiment 
is favorable to the Allies, while that 
of Sweden leans to Germany, and that 
of Denmark is concerned. only with 
The -barbarity of 
the Germans toward her may be in 
part, accounted. for by this, fact, and 
her shipping men assert that when a 
Norwegian ‘vessel is sunk the crews 
are. massacred: to prevent a report of 
the outrages reaching home. They 
point to the fact that many vessels 
disappeared without a trace, but this 
may be accounted for by the discovery 
that German diplomats have the habit 
of. placing infernal machines on them 
before they sail. 

Early in May the three Governments 
held a conference, but reached no 
agreement, except to refrain from 
backing the pacifist movement now 
being so heavily supported in neutral 
countries by Germany. Notwithstand- 
ing this, the Danish Foreign Minister, 
STAUNING, participated in the Stock- 
holm conference, and the Conservative 
Party in Denmark demanded ‘his re- 
moval on the ground that he had vio- 
lated the agreement. Premier ZAHLE 
refused to grant the démand. This 
was only a week ago, and at about 
the same time the Swedish Foreign 
Minister . declared that the Govern- 
ment would continue firm'in the neu- 
trality policy. Thus, two of the Scan- 


‘@inavian countries continue té throw 
‘all their weight toward keeping Nor- 


way out of the war. . 

If, nevertheless, Norway should 
her principal service to the 
Allies would be in furnishing armed 
merchant ships and thus aiding in the 
extermination of U-boats and in 
scourging the submarines away from 
her three-mile limit, outside which 
they now Tie in wait for Ally and neu- 
tral ships. The Norwegian-American 
Chamber of Commerce has solemnly 
denied that Norway reships to Ger- 
many products imported from the 
United States, and, if this is true, it 


‘might account for the exceptional sav- 


agery of Germany's war upon her, 
for other neutrals are not soéqueam- 
ish. Germany does, however, import 


Norway’s own products,- and only a 


month, ago the workmen of Christiania 
marched upon the Government build- 
ing and presented a demand that ex- 
portation to Germany be stopped. - It 
would be if.Norway entered the war.

This tg pot te te counted to them for 
modesty, “It evidences, rather, a haugh- 
ty confidence that; in spite of .occa~- 
sional displays of incompetence, the bal- 
ance ig largely on their side—that 
‘tees’ they may often muddle things, 
they always muddle through to success.

fear from the truth or criticism. This 
attitude of mind does not make for pop- 
ularity among their neighbors, but that 
does not disturb thé British; sometimes 
they seem to like it. 

That they ‘darg to réveal such secrets 
of state as appear in this report and. 
in its predecessor on thé Gallipoli ad- 
venture may be due in some part to the 
fact that the real Government of Great 
British is not in a Court circle, but in 
a group of statesmen easily and fre- 
quently changed. On -that ground 
France should be equally prone to the 
public admission of military and other 
mistakes: and to the holding of officials 
that make them to a stern responsibil- 
ity. But the French psychology is dif- 
ferent. Germany never confesses error 
or failure because its policies have more 
of continuity, as does the actual exer- 
cise of power, and it must never be said 
that the Kaiser was wrong, as to do so 
would be to say that he may be wrong 
again.

Americans 0 generously offered- 

Needn’t just now -in this coun- 
Go Hungry. try as to the use and 
management of our 
food supply is not as wise as it is well- 
intentioned. Should necessity arise, all 
of us are supposed to be, and most of us 
are, ready to ignore the stomach’s de- 
mand for food and to lighten our tables 
until constant and daily hunger is felt 
to .whatever degree the emergency de- 
mands. That, howéver, is a desperate 
remedy for’ desperate. ills, for a nation 
underfed is a nation rapidly detericrating 
—a nation that is lost if the underfeeding 
goes on for any considerable period and 
is. carried to any considerable: extent. 

There is no present need in this coun- 
try for economy of that sort. What it 
is expedient and patriotic for us to do 
{s not to go hungry, not to weaken mind 
and body by insufficient nourishmeht, 
but to stop or minimize the actual wast- 
age of food with which, as a people, we 
have been so often charged, and to 
which we have so often confessed. That 
we have been guilty of this offense is 
true, but there’ has been something of 
exaggeration in both the accusations 
and the confessions. Americans are not 
given to overeating in the literal s@hse 
of that word—in the sense~in which it 
applies to several peoples whom It would 
be unkind to name. And if we have ac- 
customed ourselves to an unnecessarily 
varied diet, of a quality. unnecessarily 
high, the sin has been venial at worst, 
as we could afford to eat as we did; 
and have done only what all our neigh- 
bors would‘ do if they could. Their 
economic virtues were compulsory in 
large degree, and from them not much, 
if any, moral merit accrues. 

But a once permissible, or excusable, 
or explicable, extra@vagance in eating is 
now distinctly wrong. To do our duty, 
we must cut down somewhat what may 
be called the pleasures of the table, but 
Wwe are under no immediate or near’ obli- 
gation to starve, or even half starve. 
There are good reasons for simplifying | 22 
and cheapening our diet; none. for de- 
creasing the nation’s efficiency...and 
‘darkening its future ~ fasting or un- 
dereating. 


That interesting Kom- 
mer person who writes 
about Americans. for 
the Frankfurter Zeitung 
has evolved from his 
Teutonic and therefore mysterious inner 
consciousness eight reasons why the 
United ‘States went into the European 
war on-the side of the Allies. The first 
of them has the merit of absolute ac- 
curacy, but it also has, from the stand- 
point ‘of Herr Kommer in his ‘desire 
to give eight reasons. for our course, 
the very serious fault of making the 
other seven superfluous. 

For he writes that our action was due, 
“first, to a growing fear of a great 
German victory.’’ There is an explana- 
tion that fully explains, and any law-

dangerous it is, after making your 
point by a complete presentation of 
facts, to try to make it over again by 
means of what must be, as the entire 
truth has already been told, mere vain 
imaginings: 

It was open to. him to prove, if he 
could, that we had no right or excuse 
to fear a great German victory, but 
seemingly he shrank from that under- 
taking, and preferred to babble about 
our apprehensions as to the safety of 
our foreign loans, the desire of our 
classes’’ by means of con- 
scription to prevent labor strikes; and 
so on, in. really pathetic folly till he 
had filled his octave. 

Oh, well! probably he is safe enough 
except for criticism like this, which pos-, 
sibly will not disturb him much or much 
affect the size of his galary. He knew 
for whom he was writing—that his 
readers have bee ficently trained 
to believe what they are told. He is 
more fortunate than some journalists— 
than one, for instance, who declared, 
the other day, that a large saving in 
leather could be effected. if women 


‘would stop wearing high-heeled ‘shoes. 


As that wretch was addressing the 
incredulous and irreverent . American 
public, instead of Germans, an astonish- 
ing number. of people have since taken 
the trouble to tell: him that the high 
heels of the feminine shoe are made 
mostly. of wood, and. that men, if 
anybody, should do that ede of leather 
saving. 

It makes ‘em happy to do it, and he 
will probably survive, so it’s all - right, 
or at least right enough. —

To be Called to Do Pioneer Work in

BALTIMORE, June 27.—The Federa- 
tion of American Zionists, at its closing 
session this afternoon, transacted much 
of its important business, including the 
following: 

Passed with enthusiasm a resolution 
pod ag 2 the complete loyalty of the 
Ztonists to America in the war 

Elected members of the Executive 
Committee after lively contests. 

The report of the Palestine bu: 
which outlined the practical work be as 
accomplished there, was adopted. Pro- 
vision was made for contributing $5,000 
during the coming year to the prosecu- 
tion of this work. 

Delegates were chosen ° ‘to represent 
the federation at the American Jewish 
Cengress. 

‘Ai new an of management for Yid- 
dische Vol the organ of the federa- 
tion, was agreed upon. 

The war rpesolption was: 

“We, American citizens, hail with 

ratification the declaration of our 

resident that the world must be made 
safe for democracy, and that all na- 
tionalities, both great and .small, must 
have full opportunity for free self-de- 
velopment. 

“We record our profound satisfaction 
at the ready enlistment of our fellow- 
Zionists in all branches of the service of 
the United States and we hereby pledge 
the further whole-hearted support of all 
American Zionists to our Government in 
the successful ition whic of the war.’ 

- Another resolution which was passed 
with enthusiasm was 

‘The Zionists of “America express 
their atitude to the Prasident of the 
United States for takin e forward- 
looking step of appointing a commis- 
sion to investigate the needs of our 
fellow-Jews in Palestine.” 

The report of the Palest ne Bureau, 
which was. read by Bernar . Bosen- 
blatt. said: 

‘“‘Let us not delude ourselves into the 
belief that a charter can give us Pales- 
tine. Yes, it may give us paper rights 
to Palestine, which may be of some 
use in the peaceful penetration of the 
Land of Israel, but Palestine will be 
ours only at the time when we consti- 
tute the majority in the land.. We shall 
have a Jewish Palestine only when 51 
er cent. of the population of Palestine 
A composed of Jews, who speak He- 
brew as their mother tongue, who have 
imbibed the Hebrew spirit, and who 
feel themselves constituent elements of 
the Jewish nation. 

‘* As soon as peace is established we 
shall call for volunteers in the Jewish 
industrial army for pioneer work in 
Palestine. Our Jewish soldiers in_in- 
dustry will convert swords into plow- 
shares, and, with the labor of their 
hands will fasten the hold of our people 
upon the soil of our ancestors. he 
Européan catastrophe has created the 
very condition whereby such an army 
can be readily organized.. There will be 
hundreds of thousands of our soldier 
brethren who will return from the wars 
to the smoldering ruins of their vil- 
lages,. and to homes bereft of parents, 
wives, and children. Thousands of these 
will welcome an association by which 
their. sn will be made: fruitful in a 
eacefuP struggle of our people for a 
uture home_ in Palestine.’

Standard Oil oil Pioneer, Who Made 
a Fortune in Cleveland, Dies 
in Fifth Avenue Home.

He Was a Director In Many Cor- 
porations and One of the Best 
Known Yachtsmen In America. 


Colonel Oliver Hazard: Payne, som of 
the late United States, Senator Henry 
B. Payne, 
men and who. gave $4,000,000 to endow 
the Cornell University Medical College 


in New York in, October, 1915, a-civil 
war veteran and*onc of the best kaoen 
‘yachtsmen in America, died yesterday 
at his home, 852 Fifth Avenue, in his 
seventy-ninth year. 

He was born in Cleveland, and was 
graduated from Yale University in 1863, 
and entered the 124th Ohio Infantry asa 
First Lieutenant in September, 1862, and 
served through the war, and after being 
promoted to Colonel he was brevetted 
Brigadier General of Volunteers on 
March 1865, for meritorious services. 

After the war Colonel Payne became 
interested in iron manufacturing and oil 
refining in Cleveland, where he amassed 
a big fortune as one of the Standard 
Oil financiers. 

In July, 1911,.Colonel Payne first sug- 
gested the absorption of the Tennessee 
Coal.and lron Company by the United 
States Steel Corporation, and was one 
of the syndicate that owned a controling 
interest in the first named co ration. 
His object was to save Moore Schley, 
his brokers, who were large stockholders 
in the Tennessee Coal and Iron Com- 
pany, from financial disaster, and after 
considerable difficulty the deal wos car- 
ried through with the aid of the late 
J. P. Morgan. 

Colonel Payne's chief recreation was 
yachting, and his steam yacht, the Aph- 
rodite, was-one of the An nest vessels of 
her class afloat. He made a voyage 
round the world, and went to Europe 
every Summer in. the Aphrodite from 
1898 up till 1914, when the war calised 
him to confine his cruising to American 
waters. 

He was a Director in the Standard Oil

ny, Virginia & Southeastern Railway

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OTT SEVEN CENTS 


Agrees to Reduce Maximum 
Rate for Electric Current 
Half a Cent on July 1 


EXPECT 6-CENT RATE SOON 


Reduction Will Save to Consumers 
$1,750,000 for the Cur- 
rent. Year. 


When the Directors of the New York 
Edison Company -learned yesterday 
morning that the Public Service ,Com- 
mission had insisted upon the reduction 
of-the maximum rate for electric cur- 
rent from 7% cents a kilowatt hour to 
7 cents a resolution was adopted au- 
thorizing the new rate on July 1. It 
will continue for at least six months. 
On Dec. 38 the company must appear 
before the Public Service Commission 


/again and state whether it intends to 


return to the 8 cent rate in force prior 
to Jan. 1, 1917, or continue with the 
7 cent rate until new conditions arise. 

The last fiscal year that the 8 cent 
rate was charged the company earned 
$5,800,000 net. At the rate t the company 
is now doing business. its” ‘net earnings 
for the current year have been esti- 
mated at about $7,000,000. It was esti- 

mated yesterday that the company 
would probably find. itself compelled to 
charge not more than 6 cents next year 
either under an order of the commis- 
gicn based on the net earnings of the 
company or through the,enactment of 
a law fixing the rate at that figure. 
The reduction. from the 8 cent rate 
reprsents a saving for the consumers 
of about $1,750,000 for the current year. 

Hen J. Hemmens, cgunsel for the, 
company, notified. the commission. that 
the smear. Cae yield, and read this 
letter from Brady, the compariy’s 
President; \ 

June 27, 1917. 
The Public Service Commission’ for the 
First District, 120 Broadway, New 
York. City. 

Gentlemen: As you have fairly ‘stated, 
this company, under the agreement which 
became effective Jan: i, 1917, has the op- 
tion on July 1 of reducing its maximum 
rate to 7 cents a kilowatt hour, or of re- 
turning to the former schedule under 
which the maximum rate was 8 cents a 
kilowatt hour. We have endeavored to 

ow that a reduction under the existing 
conditiong is unwarranted, but the 
mission has held that it is warranted: 
are, therefore, prepared to accept this de- 


* cision and reduce our rates to 7 cents a 


kilowatt hour, with the. understanding that 
if the results are of an adverse nature we 
may exercise the existing option and re- 
store our former schedule of 8 cents a 
kilowatt hour on Jan. 1, 1918. 

It this arrangement meets with your ap- 
proval, we will file a new schedule at 
once under which, as indicated, the maxi- 
mum rate will be 7 cents a nv gicimaed hoyr 
on and after ies te 1, 1917. ' Truly you: 
BRADY, President. 

Chairman Straus. ef the commission 
asked City Chamberlain Maltbie, who 
represented the Mayor, to express an 
opinion, and the opinion was that the 
Mayor would doubtless be satisfied with 
the situation. 

‘“‘The company,” said Mr. Maltbie, 
“having reserved ‘me right. to restore 
the old rate of 8 cents.at the end of 
the year, I presume the city should re- 
serve the right to demand that it be 
reduced to 6 cents.’’ 

The company announced that it had 
no intention of going above an §8-cent 
rate at the end of the year, and that 
nv increase at all would be made except 
under compulsory conditions. Mr. Straus 
suggested that even at ‘the worst the 
company would’ probably not find it 
necessary to go back to the 8-cent rate, 
but would stop at an intermediate point. 


MERCHANTS DEMAND 
EFFICIENT SCHOOLS 


Association Adopts Resolutions 
Urging Better Teachers and 
Better Teaching. 


The Chamber of Commerce -héld a 
special meeting. yesterday to thrash out 
differences between members over a re- 
port submitted by the Committee on 
Commercial Education. It was the third 
time the report had been, considered. 
At the two preceding meetings so much 
opposition arose from William G. Will- 
cox, President of the Board of Educa- 
tion; Borough President Marcus M. 
Marks, and others interested directly 
in the -public school system that the 
findings of the cOmmittee were revised. 
Following considerable debate these res- 
olutions were adopted:
